Pain, the Manager of the Rajgarh Garden, was bewitched by Kusuma’s 
beauty, and so he began ors his servant Shaik Mamud to Surja- 
mani’s house in order to bring Kusuma to bis bungalow at night. Mr. 
Pain had another mistress named Kapri, whose jealousy was aroused on 
hearing of this new love, and who warned Mr. Pain not to receive visits 


fom Kusuma. But Kusuma continued to be brought to the Sahib’s 
bungalow every night. One night Kusuma went as usual to the Sahib’s
